By their action, the committee 
members overrode recommenda- 
tions of two other committee: 
that Caudill be replaced by a 
more experienced person who 
could give firmer leadership to 
the poverty program, 

The action of the county group 
in rehiring Caudill rouched off 
the resignation of the entire lay 
membership of a personne! com- 
mittee which had been appointed 
to screen and select applicants 
for the directorship and 
other professional positions with- 
in the poverty program, 

The chain of events left the 
other positions unfilled and will 
mean further delays in the start 
of the Blackey Community Ser- 
vices Center. It also raised que 
tions as to how and by whom the 
remaining staff will be selected. 

The tangled situation started in 
November when the Office 
conomic Opportunity in Washing - 
ton approved a $202, U0 grant to 
Letcher County to expand the 
county staff from three to 10 per - 
sons, operate a “multi-service 
community center" at Blackey 
and establish two child day -care 
centers, 

The count mittee signed 
a contract with OEO in Washing - 
ton in order to obtain the money, 
The contract provided fpr the ap- 
pointment of a “Professional! Per- 
sonnel Selection Committee” to 
be composed of the county pov - 
erty director, a member of the 
county committee, 2 Letcher 
County citizen to be named by 
the Council of the Southern 
Mountains, a Letcher County 
citizen to be appointed by the 
governor, and a fifth person, to 
act as chairman, who would be 
a professional employment coun- 
selor, 

The personne! committee was 
written into the contract by OEO 
in an effort to insure a capable 
professional staff for the project, 

Subsequently, Varon Campbell, 
Little Cowan, a vocational agri- 
culture teacher, was selected to 
Tepresent the county committee. 
The Rev, Charles S, Sydnor Jr, 
of Haymond was chosen to repre - 
sent the Council of the Southern 
Mountains. Tom Gish, editor of 
The Mountain Eagle, was chosen 
as the governor's representative, 
Dr, Daniel Fox, field services 
director of the Appalachian Vol- 
unteers, was selected as the pro- 
fessional employment counselor, 

The Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity in Washington ruled that 
Caudill as county director could 
not sit with the committee while 
the position of county director 
was being considered. (Caudill 
was Aired orlatnatly last April 
to develop a program of anti- 
poverty projects for Letcher 
County, The grant under which 
he was employed ran out in De- 
cember, and the job technical- 
ly became vacant then,) 

The other four members of the 
personnel committee then pro- 
ceeded to undertake a nation- 
wide search for talented persons 
to lead the Letcher County pro- 

ram, Nearing the end of its 
Relibe rations, the personne] com- 
mittee met last Saturday with the 
executive committee of the coun- 
ly poverty group, reviewed its 
findings and deliberations and 
recomimended that Caudill] not 
be re-employed as director. (he 
personnel committee had already

"Mr. Kendrick directs what is 
generally regarded as the most suc- 
cessful poverty program in the en- 
ure state of Vi irginia, and | deep- 
ly regret that Letcher County has 
been denied the benefit of his 
skills and his deep interest in this 
business of helping the people of 
the mountains to Find some an- 
swers to their problems. Mr, 
Kendrick was willing to come to 
Letcher County at a sacrifice in 
salary simply because he and his 
wife knew and loved the county 
and wanted to return here to live 
and work with us, 

"We in Letcher County had in 
our hands the chance to build the 
most meaningful poverty program 
in the Appalachian area, and we 
have thrown it away 

Sydnor, in a letter explaining 
his’ resignation, said: 

", . ,Our people do not seem

‘GOARD' OR 'GOURD'? THERE ONCE WAS A POST OFFICE BY ONE OF TH OSE NAMES

If anyone is interested, we'll 
go into the gourd question - of 
Gourd, Ky , which once was a 
post office around here I recall 
once seeing somewhere a letter 
that bore such a postmark 

But I am almost sure the stamp 
mask was spelled Goard 

Question was raised by N. Bax- 
ter Jenkins in a letter from the 
far west - Mercer Island at Seat- 
tle, state of Washington Baxter's 
father was Steve Jenkins, who 
once figured prominently in the 
affairs of the sixth class City of 
Blackey, which was created by 
Circuit Court order on Jan. 27, 
1915 

The city bustled brightly in the 
first years of the coal boom Aft 
er a flood (1927) and two disast- 
rous fires around the early 30's 
the town ran into difficulties, 
and failed toelect city officials 

The charter lapsed but remain- 
ed in effect, as it does to this da 
Few people understand this, and 
speak of re-incorporating, This 
is not necessary. All that is 
needed is for five persons to file 
entries astrustees for election in 
the coming November election- 
and the City of Blackey would be 
back in business 

Any candidates with a buck for 
entry fee? 

Baxter's mother, now Mrs. John 
D, W. Collins, is known affect- 
ionately as Aunt Lida, She served 
in various capacities for the City 
of Blackey 

Baxter's letter says: 

“Speaking of defunct post 
offices, some 30-odd years ago 
I ran across some old letters ad- 
dressed to Gourd, Ky. Do you or 
any of your intrepid readers re- 
call the period this one was in 
existence and where it was lo~ 
cated? 

"I am of the opinion it was in 
the vicinity of the latter-day 
post office of Bluefield, Ky 
which also is absent from the 
modern-day scene 


"The exact location doubtless 
was in the hewed log home of 
one of our pioneer settlers or one 
of his offspring. Its origin was 
probably earlier than the Grouse 
post office described by Arthur 
Dixon in his letter to you a few 
weeks back" . 

Another vague impression is 
that the Gourd post o fice was 
around the mouth of Orchard 
Branch, below the mouth of Elk 
Creek, and-that Uncle R. B 
Caudill had something to do 
with it

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MANY BILLS BREAK THROUGH LOGJAM AS LEGISLATURE NEARS ADJOURNMENT DATE 


Frankfort - The teachers’ pay- 
taise and natural resources bills-- 
hailed by Gov. Edward T. Breath- 
itt as ultra-important--were a- 
mong those which broke through 
the legislative logjam and became 
law as the 1966 Genetal Assem- 
bly labored toward final adjourn- 
ment March 18 

A number of other measures 
were nearing final action--such 
as the bill to require annual 
mechanical inspection of auto- 
mobiles: the-one to reapportion 
the state's seven congressional 
districts as equal as possible in 
lopulation and theone aimed at 
giving Kentucky a new constit - 
ution 

In signing the teachers" pay 
bill, Breathitt called it the most 
important school law passed in 
the last 12 years, since establish- 
ment of the minimum foundation 
program 

Besides providing pay raises 
ranging from $450 to $1,100 for 
teachers over the next two years 
depending on education and ex- 
perience, the bill authorizes lo- 
eal schoo! districts to use one of 
three new taxes to raise money 
for other school needs, such as 
buildings 

"The natural resources bills I 
am signing into law,” the gov- 
ernor said, “along with the new 
statutes regulating strip mining 
represent the most significant ad- 
vancements ever achieved on be- 
half of water, air and mineral re- 
sources in Kentucky--and perhaps 
in any other state “ 

Action was being awaited in the 
Senate on the auto-inspection 
bill which passed the House 
March 1 Action by the House 
was being awaited on the con- 


“7 stitution revision measure which 


passed the senate Feb. 28 by a 
vote of 32to0 The redistr ict- 
ing bill was in the House after 
Passing the Senate by a full- 
membership vote of 38 to 0 

Received in the Senate was 
a bill, passed in the House b: 
a vote of 50 to 40, which would 
repeal the 10-cent-a-gallon 
whiskey production tax at the 
rate oO! two cents a year over a 
period of five years 

The Senate passed and sent to 
the House a bill to create a com- 
mission to plan and construct an 
office building in Frankfort for the 
exclusive use of the legislature 
The commission would consist 
of two senators appointed by the 
senate president, two represent - 
atives named b, the speaker of 
the house, and three members ap- 
pointed by the governor 

A bill to update Kentucky's 1910 
garnishment law was passed by 
the House and sent to the Senate 
It would exempt from garnishment 

ent of wages and up to 

$1, 500 of personal property, in- 
cluding a car used in getting to 
The present law exempts 
a week and mentions 
“two work beasts” but not an auto-

The Senate passed and sent to 
the House the bill which would 
increase the salaries of the gov- 
ernor, other elected officials and 
30 appointed commissioners and 
department heads, if the govern- 
or saw fit to riase the latter. The 
salary of the rext governor--after 
Breathitt--would be increased 
from $18 , 000 te $30,000 a year 
Neither would the raises affect 
any other elected official during 
his present term 

The Senate and House both gave 
final passage to a number of bills 
and sent them to the governor 
He may approve or veto a bill 
or let it become a law without 
his signature 

The Senate passed and sent to 
the Governor House Bill 164, 
which would require institutions 
having the care of infants aged 
28 days or less to administer the 
"PKU" test which detects the 
potential of mental retardation 
in a child

BE IT RESOLVED by the Board 
of Health of Letcher County: 

1, As used in this Regulation: 

(a) "GARBAGE" means putres- 
cible animal and vegetable waste, 

(b) “REFUSE” means all putres- 
cible and nonputrescible solid 
waste (except body wastes) in-" 
cluding garbage, rubbish, street 
Cleanings, and solid market 
wastes 

(c) "DUMP" means any place 
where an accumulation of refuse 
or garbage is deposited,

ering of at least twenty-four (24)

5 Adequate fire fighting equip- 
ment shall be available, 


No garbage or refuse shall 
be hauled or transported within 
Letcher County unless adequately 
covered and no liquid shall be 
permitted to leak onto a public 
street, alley or highway. 

7. Penalty. Any person who 
violates any provision of this 
regulation shall be fined not less 
than ten dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars for each day
